said there are some im¬ 
plications in becoming 
and academy school, he 
said they were unlikely 
to affect the students and 
their families. 

With academy status 
the school could expect 
to receive a further 
£370,000 a year in 
funding. 

Mr Carmen and the 
governing board hope 
that with additional 
funding the school may 
be able to provide post 
16 study opportunities. 

Academies’ are pub¬ 
licly funded, independ¬ 
ent schools, which are 
free from local authority 
control. 

Other freedoms in¬ 
clude setting their own 
pay and conditions for 
staff, freedom from the 
national curriculum and 
the ability to set lengths 
of terms and schools day. 
Academies will also 
have greater control over 
school budgets. 

Up until now only un¬ 
derachieving schools 
have been able to benefit 
from academy status. 

However, new Secre¬ 
tary of State Education 
Michael Gove has in¬ 


vited schools with an 
outstanding Ofsted rating 
to apply for academy sta¬ 
tus. 

Headteacher of Uf¬ 
fculme School, Lorraine 
Heath, said: “This is in¬ 


credibly exciting news 
for Uffculme and we are 
all looking forward to the 
opportunities it will bring 
to make the right deci¬ 
sions for the students of 
Uffculme School.

THE search is on for somebody who 
can help thousands of people living in 
the Blackdown Hills to speak with one 
voice. 

A group representing 40 parishes on 
either side of the Devon-Somerset 
county border wants to find a co-ordi- 
nator who can prepare a community-led 
plan for the area. 

The common denominator for the 40 
parishes is that they are all within the 
Blackdown Hills Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty. 

The Blackdown Hills Parishes Net¬ 
work has been set up with the idea of 
working together to form a collective 
voice for the area. 

Now, the network is hoping a commu¬ 
nity plan can be put together to promote 
positive action for the future by ad¬ 
dressing specific issues and priorities 
common to parishes in the area. 

However, the network, which is sup¬ 
ported by the Blackdown Hills AONB 
Partnership, requires the help of a co¬ 
ordinator who will be central to putting 
the plan together. 

Heather Stallard, chair of the Black- 
down Hills Parishes Network, said: 


“This would be an exciting opportunity 
for somebody who knows what makes 
a local community tick and who may be 
looking to add to their CV or who 
would like to offer their valuable expe¬ 
rience. 

“We are looking for a person who 
knows the Blackdown Hills and will be 
able to travel locally and get around 
meeting people. 

“They will be required to undertake 
research and analysis, finding out com¬ 
mon issues from parish plans and plans 
of other groups, undertake consultation, 
organise and run workshops, and then 
write the plan. 

“They would need to report back pe¬ 
riodically to the BHPN’s Community 
Plan Working Group.” 

A time commitment of about one to 
two days a week would be needed and 
the work is likely to take between 12 
and 18 months to complete. 

It would be essential for the chosen 
candidate to have their own computer 
with internet access, while additional 
administrative support such as photo¬ 
copying and mail-outs could be pro¬ 
vided by the AONB office in Hemyock.

Music Festival gets underway 


T HE Blackdowns 

Early Music Festival 
(BEMF) launched 
its 2010 season with con¬ 
certs given at Buckland St 
Mary and St John’s Parish 
Church, Wellington. 

A disappointingly small 
audience in Wellington was 
treated to a programme of 
German Baroque choral 
music performed by 30 ex¬ 
perienced singers with 
their charismatic Dutch 
musical director JanJoost 
van Elburg. 

Continuo accompani¬ 
ment was provided by 
Steven Hollas (organ), Bill 
Hunt (violone) and 
Matthew Spring (theorbo). 

Devised by JanJoost, the 
fascinating and instructive 
programme entitled “The 
making of J S Bach ” in¬ 
cluded examples of the 
kind of music with which 
the young J S Bach would 
have been familiar: music 
by members of his exten-

sive and very musical fam¬ 
ily, and music by his 
slightly earlier contempo¬ 
raries. 

The programme culmi¬ 
nated with two works by 
the master himself. 

After listening to the 
music of Schutz, Pachelbel 
and J Bach (a great-uncle), 
the richness and colour of 
J S Bach’s harmonic lan¬ 
guage stood out as gold 
against lesser metals. 

One felt the music of the 
other composers was very 
much encased in Lutheran 
sobriety: an element, 
which J S Bach obviously 
respected and yet was able 
to transcend in the origi¬ 
nality of his writing. 

The influences of the Ve¬ 
netian composers Gio¬ 
vanni Gabrieli and 
Monteverdi were very no¬ 
table in Schutz’s 

“Musikalische Exequien” 
but, again, one sensed the 
Lutheran frown quelling 


any over-Italianate 

Catholic exuberance. 

Pachelbel’s music 
sounded more liberated 
but its effect was black and 
white compared to J S 
Bach’s technicolour bril¬ 
liance. It was particularly 
fascinating to compare 
Bach and Pachelbel’s 
treatment of the text 
“Singet dem Herrn”. 

With less than four days 
to bring this programme 
together, the singers 
brought a noticeable air of 
understanding to their per¬ 
formance. 

Great detail was paid to 
dynamics, phrasing, artic¬ 
ulation and the correct 
pronunciation of German 
texts. Much attention must 
also have been paid in re¬ 
hearsal to tone production 
and tone quality as the 
choir sang with an ad¬ 
mirably unified evenness 
of tone and blend of 
voices. 

This was evident not 
only in the choral singing 


but also in the solo sec¬ 
tions of the Schutz “Exe¬ 
quien ” in which we heard 
many combinations of solo 
voices. 

The balance between the 
solo voices in these sec¬ 
tions was very impressive 
and allayed any misgiv¬ 
ings about occasional 
smudged entries. 

Without doubt the tri¬ 
umph and highlight of the 
evening was the perform¬ 
ance of J S Bach’s “Singet 
dem Herrn” . This extraor¬ 
dinarily difficult piece 
could be described as a 
vocal Brandenburg con¬ 
certo, stretching, as it does, 
all performers to their 


technical and breathing 
limits. 

One so often hears per¬ 
formances of this work in 
which the choir explodes 
with pyrotechnical energy. 
Consequently I was ini¬ 
tially underwhelmed by 
the opening of this version. 

Soon, however, the 
penny dropped. Singing 
this work is the vocal 
equivalent of running a 
marathon so there is no 
point in charging off the 
blocks and then running 
the risk of not reaching the 
finishing line without 
some sort of catastrophe. 

No. This was a well 


thought through, well¬ 
paced, vocally controlled 
and ultimately entirely sat¬ 
isfying experience: a mu¬ 
sical journey in a Rolls 
Royce rather than a 
bumper car. 

I greatly admire the way 
in which JanJoost works 
with his singers and their 
delight in working with 
him is tangible. 

This was another splen¬ 
did concert from the 
Blackdowns Early Music 
Projects and especially 
thanks to Catherine and 
Geoffrey Bass for being 
the inspiration and tireless 
driving force behind this 
marvellous festival. 


Music and the Spanish Armada

English church music

A CONCERT of English church music on a summer’s 
evening ought to be attractive event, but the audience at 
this concert at St Mary’s Church Chard, was disappoint¬ 
ingly small, given the interesting programme and the high 
choral standard. 

The organisers of the Blackdowns Early Music Project 
have put together a series of enterprising concerts, ex¬ 
ploring areas of music rarely heard in the West Country. 

This particular programme, entitled “The Lord’s Song 
in a Strange Land” referred to music written by Roman 
Catholic composers in Elizabethan times when many 
were forced to flee the country. 

Peter Leech, who ably directed proceedings, preceded 
each item with a brief explanation of the circumstances 
of the compositions, all bar one of which were sung in 
Latin, and mostly by lesser-known composers. 

The concert began with two contrasting motets by Byrd, 
who despite his Catholicism was able to remain in Eng¬ 
land, followed by a lullaby, in English, to the infant Jesus 
by Peerson, elegantly sung by the choir, and accompanied 
stylishly by Andrew Wilson-Dickson on chamber organ, 
who also played two intricate organ solos. 

The remainder of the programme included music by 
Lupo, Philips, and Dering. 

Small inaccuracies aside, the programme was very well 
performed by the expert choir brought together for the 
weekend. 

The dynamic contrasts were well-managed and the dic¬ 
tion was clear, though in the slower items a more gener¬ 
ous acoustic would have enhanced the performances. 


A LITTLE over 400 years ago Elizabeth 
I died, after a long reign whose stability 
was bought at the cost of increasingly 
harsh repression of Roman Catholics. 

Parishioners struggled to adapt, yet 
again, to a change in the established reli¬ 
gion from Catholic to Protestant. 

In the more exalted circles of the 
Catholic nobility, the same tensions were 
reflected in coded reaction through the 
medium of music. 

Such was the background to a concert in 
Wellington Parish Church, home to the 
brooding tomb of John Popham, a Lord 
Chief Justice responsible for the death 
sentences on many Catholics. 

Given as part of the Blackdowns Early 
Music Project’s Festival, the concert fea¬ 
tured a 25-strong choir under the direction 
of Peter Leech, and instrumental inter¬ 
ludes by Andrew Wilson-Dickson (organ) 
and Lynda Sayce (lute). 

The core of the programme was a selec¬ 
tion of songs by the recusant William 
Byrd, some of them clearly protests at 


Catholic persecution, others which can be 
read as such. 

Byrd’s older colleague, Thomas Tallis, 
reflected earlier practices of the English 
church, including organ works based on 
plainsong melodies; and Spain, would-be 
saviour of Catholic England, was repre¬ 
sented by the great Tomas Luis de Victo¬ 
ria. 

This was a fine concert by a well-bal¬ 
anced and highly competent group of 
singers, responding to sensitive conduct¬ 
ing by Peter Leech, who also supplied an 
erudite but accessible narrative. 

Perhaps tenors and basses could have 
better matched the gutsy sound of the 
altos, and maybe more pathos and intro¬ 
spection could have been apparent in 
works by those most soulful of Renais¬ 
sance composers, Byrd and Victoria. 

But even then it would be difficult to im¬ 
prove on such a superb programme, so ex¬ 
pertly presented, and in such delightful 
surroundings.

BISHOPSWOOD LADIES 


IT was a lovely sunny evening when a bus and two 
cars full of ladies, and some husbands, arrived at The 
Otter Brewery in Luppitt where the Bishopswood 
Ladies received a guided tour. 

The brewery is a real family concern, which was 
started in 1990 by David and his wife. About 30 peo¬ 
ple work at the brewery and they produce 1,000 bar¬ 
rels of beer every week. It is said that a pint of Otter 
is drunk every nine seconds! 

The tour began in the shed with the sacks of barley 
and hops. They then moved on up to the state of the 
art stainless steel brewery which was completed in 
2005. 

The barley and hops are put into a crusher with hot 
water to make a sort of porridge “mash” which con¬ 
verts the starch to sugar. A warm sweet liquid is pro¬ 
duced which is pumped into large “kettles” where the 
whole hops are added to give it the bitter flavour. 
This is boiled for about one and a half hours. 

The next stage is adding the yeast and oxygen in the 
collecting vessel before passing into the fermentation 
vessel where it remains for a week while the sugars 
are converted to alcohol. 

The next stage is pumping the beer to the racking 
tank in the cellar before being put into the freshly 
cleaned barrels which are stored on racks. Isinglass 
finings are added just prior to putting the barrels on 
the lorries for delivery to landlords and retailers in the 
South West region. 

The whole area is very eco-friendly. A new cellar 
was opened in the Spring of 2009, half of which is 


underground, which means it keeps cool without hav¬ 
ing to use cooling equipment. It also has a sedum 
roof, which provides good insulation. 

The yeast residue mixture is given to the local pig¬ 
gery for feed and the excess water flows through reed 
beds to be filtered before returning to the local water¬ 
course. 

Naturally, members then had to taste the different 
beers with the barbecue. 

The next meeting will be at the usual venue at 7.30 
pm when the speaker will be Spencer Kingdom with 
his talk “Open all Hours”. Visitors welcome.

Working our Woodlands 

with John Greenshields

There is a deadly dis¬ 
ease coming up from 
Cornwall called Phy- 
tophthora Ramorum and 
it effects Larch. It is a no¬ 
tifiable disease and the 
Forestry Commission 
have made the lifting of 
felling restrictions easier, 
for more info go to 
www.forestry.gov.uk. 

The Woodland Associ¬ 
ation organised a splen¬ 
did afternoon’s walk 
around some woodland 
owned by John and Val 
Godsmark. This wood is 


semi ancient and was a 
sight to see with a carpet 
of Blue Bells and Wild 
Garlic. Afterwards walk¬ 
ers enjoyed a cup of tea 
and cake in Chaffcombe 
Village Hall. 

Perry Hale Nurseries 
have informed me of an¬ 
other disease in the area, 
it’s called Red Band Nee¬ 
dle Blight and effects 
young Pines.

I am very interested in 
forest gardening and only 
know a bit about it, if any 
one knows of experi¬ 


enced forest gardeners in 
the area I would be very 
keen to make contact. 

We have some commu¬ 
nity projects that lend 
them selves to this type 
of forestry, and although 
you can read about 
things all you like there 
is no substitute for prac¬ 
tical knowledge. 

As you know Dutch 
Elm Disease devastated 
or Elms and still is, but I 
have noticed in the last 
few years that a few trees 
are making it past the 10 
year stage. I would very 
much like to hear of any 
Elm trees over 15 years 
old that are not affected. 

The reason is that the 
Working our Woodlands 
project has started a sur¬ 
vey on the effects of the 



disease in this area.

MORNING at Lyme Al¬ 
pacas begins with a walk 
around the farm to check all 
is well with mothers and cria 
(their young), the yearling 
boys and of course the studs. 
The herd is over a 100 strong 
containing both Huacaya and 
Suri (silky) alpacas. A quick 
check to see they all have ac¬ 
cess to water, grass and hay 
then the alternative alpaca 
business can begin. Visitors 
to Ware Barn Cottage, a 5 
star holiday let based on the 
Lyme Alpacas Farm, are 
given a tour of the paddocks 
with the opportunity to feed 
the alpacas. They bring out 
their coffee and sit down be¬ 
side the ‘maternity field’, hop¬ 


ing that they might witness a 
birth. 

At 11am, a family from 
Honiton have also booked at 
tour of the farm and are wel¬ 
comed with a brief talk about 
alpacas and their many ques¬ 
tions are answered. They 
chat to the holiday-makers 
and compare notes on the 
crazy antics of the alpacas 
they have seen today. 

A call from the visitor’s sig¬ 
nals a birth and we all dash 
off to maternity. First a nose, 
then a leg - we need two legs 
for a good delivery! Just as I 
begin to remove my rings and 
grab the gel the second leg 
emerges, to the audible relief 
of the crowd. The new baby 


hangs from its mother, like a 
high diver, frozen in time. This 
allows fluids to drain from the 
lungs of the long awaited 
baby, (alpacas carry their 
young for 11.5 months). A few 
more pushes and the alpaca 
mother silently delivers her 
baby onto the grass. Whilst 
the birth of alpacas is a joy¬ 
ous experience, there is 
much more involved in our 
day. The afternoon sees us 
grading the recently sheared 
fleeces to complete a ship¬ 
ment to the mill. Lyme Al¬ 
pacas manufactures a range 
of 100% alpaca yarn under 
the label, Bare Back Alpaca. 
The wool is available in the 
finest grades on 2ply, 4ply, 


Double Knit and Chunky in a 
variety of natural undyed 
colours.

EAST Devon Heath Week is a celebration of 
the heathland heritage of East Devon, which 
also includes part of the Blackdown Hills Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

Heathland is the name given to open areas of 
natural vegetation that are dominated by 
heather and gorse. When woodland was 
cleared by early farmers, not all land was fer¬ 
tile enough to support crops and, under the 
right conditions, some developed into heath¬ 
land. 

As well as providing a habitat for many dif¬ 
ferent types of birds, animals and insects, the 
openness of heathland can give people a feel¬ 
ing of wilderness and freedom from the 
stresses of everyday life. 

On a global scale, heathland is now rarer than

Michael and Lucy Kennaway of Escot, their East Devon rural estate of some 1100 acres. Escot is already 
well known as the site for the highly successful Beautiful Days music and arts festival, and venue of 
2010 concerts by JLS and James Morrison. Last year Escot Park won the 2009/10 South West Small Visitor 
Attraction of the Year Award. 

Escot has long been a centre for conservation and nature education with current programmes including, for 
example, the re-introduction of beaver and water voles and the restoration of historic water meadows. Much 
of Escot’s conservation effort involves work in association with the Tale Valley Tmst www.talevalley.com. 

Keen to break new ground in environmental education, in 2009 Escot advertised widely and offered use of 
the estate to the person with the most powerful and appropriate new idea. From a field of well over 100 can¬ 
didates, Victoria Siddle-Virok was the clear winner with her concept of an eco-education centre, based in a 
yurt village and centred on a uniquely exciting curriculum. Planned activities draw on the natural resources 
both on and outside the estate. Forays out to the Jurassic Coast, for example, are important elements of the 
programme. Her approach has been developed over several years working in California. We believe it to be 
unique in the UK. 

Camp Wild has bunks for 64 in four dormitory yurts. Hot showers, toilets and a field kitchen are provided. 
A mighty 28ft communal yurt provides a central point of focus. The yurts are sourced locally here in Devon. 
S ee www.thereallyinterestingtentcompany.co.uk. 

After an initial schools week in early July, the camp opens to the general public with a six week residential 
and day children’s summer camp programme during July and August. Thereafter Camp Wild environmental 
education courses become available for schools and private groups throughout the year. (The yurts have wood 
burners!) 

Escot has been surprised but delighted by early bookings for children’s summer camp from as far afield as 
Taiwan and Spain. Some of these are from families who value the opportunity of a mixed ‘time together / 
time apart’ holiday during a part of which the children will enjoy Camp Wild while the parents spend time to¬ 
gether staying in the local area. If this trend continues it might become a significant new reason for families 
to visit East Devon, thereby establishing Escot as a resource of regional as well as local importance.

Autumn arrival for new-look Ford Mondeo 


FORD of Europe will debut its stylish and techno¬ 
logically advanced new Mondeo at the 2010 
Moscow International Automobile Salon on August 
25. The new model - in UK dealerships in October 
- features a restyled exterior and uprated interior, 
new high-efficiency Ford EcoBoost petrol and TDCi 
diesel powertrains, plus a host of new driver comfort 
and convenience features and safety technologies. 

The first official preview images show that, following 
similar updates to the Ford S-MAX and Galaxy models 
earlier this year, the new Mondeo is the latest to benefit 
from the continuing evolution of Ford kinetic design. 

"The Ford Mondeo is already a very strong package 
and, with the significant design changes and in partic¬ 
ular the comprehensive array of new technologies we 
are introducing, we have no doubt that the new model 
will strengthen Mondeo's position as the flagship Ford 
model in our European line-up," said John Fleming, 
Ford of Europe chairman and CEO. "This is the 
smartest, safest, most environmentally friendly and best 
quality Mondeo we have ever launched, and it com¬ 
pletes the regeneration of our CD segment range in 
2010 ." 

Smart design, enhanced quality 

Key exterior changes include distinctive new grilles 
featuring a bolder lower trapezoid and a slim, stylish 
opening above, plus an enhanced bonnet profile. New 
front bumpers include LED daytime running lights, and 
re-designed rear lights also employ LED technology. 
Additionally a new rear deck lid treatment matches the 
revised rear light profile. 

The interior is also upgraded and features a new flow¬ 
through centre console design, revised door treatment 
featuring flush and integrated door release handles, and 
a new central overhead console with ambient lighting. 
New trim materials across the range have been se¬ 
lected to enhance the premium interior feel of the new 
Mondeo. 

New Mondeo's interior also benefits from a range of 
new features, including the introduction of LED courtesy 
lights and a new satellite navigation system, while music 
lovers will be able to enjoy the new Premium Sound 
System option which incorporates a 265-watt, eight- 
channel amplifier unit, all-new speaker system and 
large, 17-litre subwoofer. 

Higher performance, more technology 

The launch of the new Mondeo will see the first appli¬ 
cation of a higher performance 240PS version of the ef¬ 
ficient 2.0-litre Ford EcoBoost turbocharged petrol 
engine. This will be complemented by the existing 
203PS version of this engine launched in Mondeo, new

S-MAX and new Galaxy earlier this year. 

While the new 240PS engine provides extra perform¬ 
ance, average C02 emissions are targeted to be just 
179g/km, the same as the 203PS unit, regardless of 
bodystyle. Ford EcoBoost technology also provides 
fuel consumption and emissions reductions of up to 20 
per cent compared to traditional petrol engines of a 
similar capacity. 

Another first for the new Mondeo is the introduction 
of the comprehensively revised 2.2-litre Ford Duratorq 
TDCi engine, which boasts a 12 per cent power in¬ 
crease to 200PS, making it the most powerful Duratorq 
diesel engine to date. The Mondeo TDCi line-up sees 
this new engine joined by a significantly improved 2.0- 
litre DuratorqTDCidiesel that has already been intro¬ 
duced to the Mondeo range earlier this year. This 
engine is available with 115, 140 or 163PS power rat¬ 
ings, with all of them delivering an average C02 emis¬ 
sion of just 139g/km with a six-speed manual 
transmission, regardless of bodystyles. 

To make these powertrains even more efficient, a 
number of new Ford ECOnetic Technologies are now 
made available, including Smart Regenerative Charg¬ 
ing, Ford Eco Mode and - a Ford first - an Active Grille 
Shutter system. This electronically controlled device 
regulates the airflow through the radiator and engine 
compartment to reduce aerodynamic drag, but also of¬ 
fers benefits to the engine heating characteristics to im¬ 


prove fuel economy and warm-up performance in cold 
weather. 

Powertrain advances in the new Mondeo also extend 
to the transmission: the latest six-speed Ford Power- 
Shift double wet-clutch transmission system comes as 
standard for Ford EcoBoost petrol engines, and will be 
available as an option for the 140PS and 163PS ver¬ 
sions of the 2.0-litreDuratorqTDCi. 

The new Mondeo range will include a comprehensive 
array of driver assistance features, many of which are 
appearing for the first time in a Ford model, including 
Lane Departure Warning, Driver Alert and Auto High 
Beam. New features already introduced in the latest S- 
MAX and Galaxy models are now extended to the Mon¬ 
deo range, including the Blind Spot Information 
System, Speed Limiter, Rear Door Power Child Locks 
and Rear View Camera.

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MG Rovers show 
strength in numbers 

PARTS specialist XPart reveals that MG 
Rover cars produced post-2000 have 
only declined by three percent in the 
past 12 months, despite the factory clo¬ 
sure in 2005. 

MG Rover cars are still alive and well on 
the UK’s roads as DVLA figures highlight a 
slow decline in MG and Rover models, re¬ 
veals XPart.
